This MS. contains 
notes on the virtues and habits of animals, not based on 
Leonardo da Vinci’s usual method of scientific observation, 
but incorporating classical and medieval tradition and folk- 
lore. The source of Leonardo’s note is the medieval 
treatise Miore di Virtu, which illustrates the abstemious- 
ness and purity of the ermine, and relates how “when the 
hunters want to catch one they surround its burrow with 
mud, and when it comes out they close the mouth of the 
burrow to prevent its going back; and when it sees the 
hunters it bolts; and when it comes to the mud it lets itself 
be caught rather than soil itself: so pure a creature is it.” 
The date of Leonardo’s da Vinci’s MS. is 1494, and the 
drawing was presumably made about this time.
